A rare Meissen octagonal Vase on short stem and square base, 
superbly decorated with tigers, figures, flowering trees, birds 
and clouds in Kakiemon style ; above, a border of meandering 
peonies on a “ rouge-de-fer’”’ ground, the short stem and foot 
decorated in the same style, 5477., circa 1725 (cf. Vienna Vase in 
the Rosenheim Collection, Sotheby 3 May 1923, lot 165) 


A Vienna double-handled Cup and Saucer, decorated in gold and 
sepia, with Chinese figures, pagodas and bird in flight ; Du Paquier 
period ; and a rare Meissen Plate, with flower-sprays in Japan 
style, 847. ; crossed swords and Dresden duplicate mark 2 


A Chinese Saucer Dish, decorated in Europe, probably at Meissen, 
with figures, phoenix, deer and flowers in a peculiar palette and 
brown edged rim, 977. ; Dresden duplicate mark ; and three Tehwa 
Chinese Saucers, decorated at Meissen, with various Kakiemon 
designs on a Fukien “ blanc-de-chine ” ground, 2471.

gadroon cover in turquoise with flowers on a gold ground below 
the double dolphin and acorn gilt finial, the body with double 
female mask handles and flammiform tops is finely painted on a 
gold ground with roses, tulips and other flowers above turquoise 
gadrooning to match the cover, the oval base with acanthus 
leaves on solid gold terminates in a perforated plinth supported 
by four gilt dolphin heads, 1422. 2
